FILIPINOS EVACUATE THE PLACE. 


Natives Pay Marked Attention to 
Proclamation of the Commission 
—Admiral Dewey Pronounced 

in Excellent Health. 


Manila, April 6.—The United States 
cruiser Charleston, which has been 
cruising along the west coast of Luzon, 
to the north, sent a boat in shore near 
Dagupan last Saturday to make sound- 
ings. The rebels opened fire, wounding 
a United States officer. The cruiser 
thereupon bombarded the town, the 
insurgents evacuating it. 

Receives Marked Attention, 

Manila, April 6.—The proclamation of 
the United States Philippine commis- 
sion was posted in the streets, printed 
in English, Spanish and ‘Taglog 
W ednesday. It was also distributed in 
the outside towns as far as Malolos and 
has been received with marked atten- 
tion by the natives generally, and has 
been approved by a number of repre- 
sentative Manilans. 

English bankers here who have been 
interviewed on the subject are optim- 
istic upon the attitude of the Amer- 
icans, assuming that it indicates that 
the decisive policy will undoubtedly be 
successful. 

Aguinaldo Deposed. 

Manila, April 6.—There were persist- 
ent rumors Wednesday that Aguinaldo, 
the insurgent leader, had been sup- 
planted in the control of Filipino af- 
fairs by Gen. Antonio Luna, command- 
er-in-chief of the Filipino forces. Luna 
is described as being a typical bellig- 
erent. 

A Spanish banker who was inter- 
viewed expressed fear that the procla- 
mation would not reach the masses 
controlling the rebellion, because, he 
explained, the Filipinos at Manila are 
mostly domestics and clerks, who have 
no definite opinions, and the wire- 
pullers outside of the city have un- 
doubtedly intercepted it. Continuing, 
the banker said that if the proclama- 
tion had been issued on May 2, or even 
on August 14, the result would hav 
been different, as, in his opinion, based 
on 20 years’ experience, the only argu- 
ment which appeals to the masses her 
is the gun. | 

The editor of Oceania thinks the 
proclamation is the most politic docu: 
ment ever published in the Philippine 
islands and that it is bound to con- 
vince the wavering of the folly of fur- 
ther hostilities. 
- An English merchant says the first 
clause, with reference to the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of American 
sovereignty and warning the rebels, 
should settle the question in the mind 
of every thinking Filipino. 

A Scotch ship owner thinks it does 
not leave any further doubt as to the 
policy of the United States and that, 
consequently, Aguinaldo must submit 
to the inevitable, as the continuance 
of hostilities is opposed to the best in- 
terests of the Filipinos. 

No Word from Gen, Otis. 

Washington, April 6.—If Gen. Otis is 
maturing plans for another campaign 
against the insurgents in the vicinity 
of Calumpit, as indicated in the press 
dispatches from Manila, he has not so 
informed the war department. In fact 
the general has not thought it needful 
to communicate with the department 
for two days. While it may be necessary 
to send troops against the insurgents 
who have gathered at Calumpit, in or- 
der to make the authority of the United 
States more secure and for its effect 
upon the natives, yet it is not thought 
that Aguinaldo has any great force, 
and it is believed that upon the ap- 
proach of the American army the in- 
surgents will retire after the exchange 
of a few shots. 

Casualties for Two Months. 

Washington, April 6.—The_ casual- 
ties in the Philippines from February 
4 to April 4, 1899, inclusive, as reported 
to the adjutant general are: Killed 
184; wounded, 976. Total, 1,160.

WAS GOOD BEEF. 


Report of the Yale Professor Who 


Examined Canned Beef Is in 
Its Favor. 


Washington, April 6.—- The two 
principal witnesses before the beef in- 
quiry court Wednesday were Prof. Rus- 
sell H. Chittenden, of Yale college, and 
Dr. Samuel A, Currie, who was lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Second New Jer- 
sey regiment, which was stationed at 
Jacksonville during the war. Prof. 
Chittenden is one of the chemists se- 
lected by the government to analyze 
the canned roast beef. He presented 
his report showing that the beef gen- 
erally was good. No chemicals had 
been found by him in its preparation 
and it was generally wholesome. He, 
however, expressed doubt as to wheth- 
er the heat of the tropical climate 
would not exuse the fat in the cans to 
liquify and thus render the food dis- 
Col. Davis stated 
that most of the cans from which the 
samples were taken for analysis: had 


‘been exposed to the heat. of -tropical 


countries, some of the cans being 
brought from Havana for the purpose 
of the test, 

Dr. Currie testified that the Te- 
frigerator beef supplied at Jackson- 
ville had on some occasions made the 
men sick. He had made chemical analy- 
sis of the beef, which in one case 
showed the presence of salicylic acid 
and in another of boracic acid. 

Maj. Lee presented more of the cor- 
respondence between Gen. Miles and 
the court and put in a request on behalf 
of the general that nine of the 130 wit- 
nesses whose names he had heretofore 
suggested be called, saying that they 
would testify concerning refrigerator 
beef and chemically treated beef. The 
court did not indicate whether the re- 
quest would be complied with.

Receives Marked Attention, 

Manila, April 6.—The proclamation of 
the United States Philippine commis- 
sion was posted in the streets, printed 
in English, Spanish and ‘Taglog 
W ednesday. It was also distributed in 
the outside towns as far as Malolos and 
has been received with marked atten- 
tion by the natives generally, and has 
been approved by a number of repre- 


-sentative Manilans. 


English bankers here who have been 
interviewed on the subject are optim- 
istic upon the attitude of the Amer- 
icans, assuming that it indicates that 
the decisive policy will undoubtedly be 
successful. 

Aguinaldo Deposed. 

Manila, April 6.—There were persist- 
ent rumors Wednesday that Aguinaldo, 
the insurgent leader, had been sup- 
planted in the control of Filipino af- 
fairs by Gen. Antonio Luna, command- 
er-in-chief of the Filipino forces. Luna 
is described as being a typical bellig- 
erent. 

A Spanish banker who was inter- 
viewed expressed fear that the procla- 
mation would not reach the masses 
controlling the rebellion, because, he 
explained, the Filipinos at Manila are 
mostly domestics and clerks, who have 
no definite opinions, and the wire- 
pullers outside of the city have un- 
doubtedly intercepted it. Continuing, 
the banker said that if the proclama- 
tion had been issued on May 2, or even 
on August 14, the result would have 
been different, as, in his opinion, based 
on 20 years’ experience, the only argu- 
ment which appeals to the masses here 
is the gun. | 

The editor of Oceania thinks the 

proclamation is the most politic docu- 
ment ever published in the Philippine 
islands and that it is bound to con- 
vince the wavering of the folly of fur- 
ther hostilities. 
: An English merchant says the first 
clause, with reference to the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of American 
sovereignty and warning the rebels, 
should settle the question in the mind 
of every thinking Filipino. 

A Scotch ship owner thinks it does 
not leave any further doubt as to the 
policy of the United States and that, 
consequently, Aguinaldo must submit 
to the inevitable, as the continuance 
of hostilities is opposed to the best in- 
terests of the Filipinos. 

No Word from Gen, Otis. 

Washington, April 6.—If Gen. Otis is 
maturing plans for another campaign 
against the insurgents in the vicinity 
of Calumpit, as indicated in the press 
dispatches from Manila, he has not so 
informed the war department. In fact, 
the general has not thought it needful 
to communicate with the department 
for two days. While it may be necessary 
to send troops against the insurgents 
who have gathered at Calumpit, in or- 
der to make the authority of the United 
States more secure and for its effect 
upon the natives, yet it is not thought 
that Aguinaldo has any great force, 
and it is believed that upon the ap- 
proach of the American army the in- 
surgents will retire after the exchange 
of a few shots. 

Casualties for Two Months. 

Washington, April 6.—The casual- 
ties in the Philippines from February 
4 to April 4, 1899, inclusive, as reported 
to the adjutant general are: Killed, 
184; wounded, 976. Total, 1,160. 

Gen. Otis has cabled the war depart- 
ment that the transport Sherman left 
Manila with 100 wounded soldiers, 
which included all that were able to be | 
sent home at that time. 

; Dewey’s Health Good. 

Washington, April 6.—Admiral Van 
Reypen, surgeon general of the navy, 
said Wednesday that all the recent re- 
ports received from Manila showed 
that Admiral Dewey was in excellent 
health. The surgeon of the Boston has 
recently arrived back from the Manila 
station and the surgeon general spe- 
cially inquired of him as to Admiral 
Dewey’s health. The response was

WAS GOOD BEEF. 


Report of the Yale Professor Who 


Examined Canned Beef Is in 
Its Favor. 


Washington, April 6. — The two 
principal witnesses before the beef in- 
quiry court Wednesday were Prof. Rus- 
sell H. Chittenden, of Yale college, and 
Dr. Samuel A, Currie, who was lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Second New Jer- 
sey regiment, which was stationed at 
Jacksonville during the war. Prof. 
Chittenden is one of the chemists se- 
lected by the government to analyze 
the canned roast beef. He presented 
his report showing that the beef gen- 
erally was good. No chemicals had 
been found by him in its preparation 
and it was generally wholesome. He, 
however, expressed doubt as to wheth- 
er the heat of the tropical climate 
would not ezuse the fat in the cans to 
liquify and thus render the food dis- 
pleasing to the sight. Col. Davis stated 
that most of the cans from which the 
' samples were taken for analysis: had 


‘been exposed to the heat. of tropical 


countries, some of the cans: being 
brought from Havana for the Purpose 
of the test, 

Dr. Currie testified that he re- 


ville had on some occasions made the 
men sick. He had made chemical analy- 
sis of the beef, which in one case 
showed the presence of salicylic acid 
and in another of boracic acid.

Want the Causes to be Tried Else- 
where—Says It Will Be Impossible 
to Get an Impartial Jury or One 
Free From Influences. . 


Three motions have ‘been made for a 
change of venue in three celebrated 
cases to take the trial of the causes out 
of this county and into Livingston 
or Jackson county. The cases are Les- 
ter Canfield vs. G. Frank Allmendinger, 
libel; Selby A. Moran vs. William. Jud- 
son and Lester A. Canfield, false im- 
prisonment; and William Judson vs. 
Selby A. Moran, libel. The motions are 
made by John W. Bennett, attorney for 
Mr. Allmendinger, and Randall & Jones, 
attorneys for Mr. Moran. 

In the Canfield vs. Allmendinger case 
the attorney for the ‘defendant sets 
forth (1) that Canfield has been for sev- 
eral years past a deputy sheriff of 
Washtenaw under Sheriff Judson and 
had charge of the several juries, and by 
reason of his intimate personal acquain- 
tance with the jurors the defendant 
would be placed under a personal dis- 
advantage in a trial of said cause by a 
jury of this county; (2) The plaintiff has 
threatened the defendayt’s witnesses 
with personal violence in case they 
should appear anid testify against him 
in regard to the levy upon the personal 
property of Francis Parker, and has, 
since the commencement, of the suit, 
constantly exerted himself to intim- 
idate plaintiff's witnesses and prevent 
them from testifying to the truth of 
the cause. 

3. That Canfield has frequently urged 
upon the people of the county his inno- 
cence of any wrong doing in the matter 
of the levy, and that Allmendinger was 
actuated by corrupt and improper. mo- 
tives in making the charges against 
him (Canfield). | 

4. That the plaintiff’s action is but one 
of a series of suits and, counter 
arising out of an open anid bitter con. 
test and struggle between certain fac- 


tions of one of the political parties of.

Heirs Fighting Over a Baro-

George Reade, son of the late Sir John 
Reade, of Webster, is a baronet by right 
of inheritance, and there is a long story 
of how he was cheated out of his estates 
in England by being a few days too late 
in filing his claim. There is now a se-

When Sir John Reade, whose property 
was so fixed that he could not dispose 
of it, died, themaintenace of his widow, 
Which was allowed from the English es- 
tates at $1,000 a year, continued to come 
until last September, when they ceased. 

The estate in England is vailued at 
£8,000, or $40,000. At her death it wiil 
go to her heirs if the estate is settled 
up. 

George Merril, of Webster, has been 
the guardian for Mrs. Reade, and wren 
the payments of the allowance ceased 
he wrote to England to find out about 
it. He ascertained that George Reade, 
the son, had been there and had se- 
cured his apointment as one of the or- 
iginal trustees, the English authorities 
wri ting that they had sent the money 
to “Sir George.’ He refused to turn 
the money over to Mr. Merrill. 

_Mrs.:Reade is now very sick and is 
liable to die most any time. The other 
heirs fear that the English courts, 
who do not seem to pay any attention. 
to the probate court in thiis case, un- 
doubtedly because they consider Sir 
George a ‘baron, will send the entire 
$40,000 to George in case of her death. 

They are now trying to devise some 
means of getting the money into the 
proper channels. 


ELECTRIC BUG-KILLER. 


An Invention Which Sounds Well, 


Impracticable, 

A patent has been granted for a bug 
exterminator, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. The scheme consists of one 
or more pairs of. electrical contacts, 
consisting of strips, surrounding -the 
bars or framework of the bedstead and 
insulated from each other, whereby an 
insect in traversing the bar or frame 
in the direction of its length must nec- 
essarily close the circuit between the 
contacts, to its great detriment and 
undoing. It would seem that if the 
bug knew enough to traverse the bar 
crosswise, instead of lengthwise, it 
might take all the exercise around the 
bedstead that might be needed in the 
transaction of its affairs. The chances 
are that this invention will be fatal to 
about as many insects, but no more, as 
have fallen victims to the idea made 
public recently by a celebrated elec- 
trician of saturating a tree with elec- 
tricity in order to kill the ants or 
other insect pests swarming upon it.

„From the London Chronicle: There 
was offered at auction some time ago, 
at Tokenhouse Yard, by Messrs. Baker 
& Sons, the lease for eighty years of 
“considerably over one acre’ of 
ground, producing a rental of £15,000 a 
year, in. the. very. heart of the city. 
This remarkable acre was offered by 
order of the Bridge House estates com- 
mittee of the corporation. It comprises 
Nos. 101 to 116, inclusive, London 
Wall; Albion Hall, three premises in 
West street, 36 to 48 in Finbury Cir- 
cus, and 2 to 4 Circus place. The whole 
site was offered in one lot. The auc- 
tion room was crowded with gentle- 
men when the auctioneer ascended the 
rostrum. The auctioneer said it was 
absolutely the finest site in the city 
of London and the largest area ever 
submitted to public competition. He 
estimated the value as 7s. a foat, or

AN ISOLATED CAMP 


Will Firat Receive 8ist Men When 
They Return, 


WASHINGTON, |. April 5.—Acting- 
relative to the reception of the eight 
volunteer regiment's from Cuba when 
they reach the United States. These 
regiments are the Ninth Illinois, Forty- 
ninth Iowa, Sixth Missouri, Third Ne- 
praska, Thiirty-first Milchigan, Sixth 
Ohio, Third Kentucky and One Hun- 
dred and Sixtieth Indiana.

Whisky in Your Wood Pile. 

Every one has read at one time or 
another of the extraordinary amount 
of different things you can get out of 
a ton of coal. Are you aware an equal-. 
ly varied assortment can be obtained 
from a cord of wood? A cord of fresh- 
cut timber weighs on an average about 
4,000 pounds, and here is what you can 
produce from it by the process chem- 
ists call “destructive distillation.” 
Firstly, 2,050 pounds of pyroligenous 
acid and 700 pounds of charcoal—the 
acid will produce about 9 gallons of 
82 per cent crude wood alcohol, which 
can by a certain process be changed 
into an imitation cheap whisky—about 
25 gallons of tar, and fully 200 pounds 
of acetate of lime. These facts indi- 
cate a future for wood outside of the 
reaim of fuel and pulp.—London An- 
swers.

At her death it wiil 
go to her heirs if the estate is settled 
up. : 

George Merril, of Webster, has been 
the guardian for Mrs. Reade, and wren 
the payments of the allowance ceased 
he wrote to England to find out about 
it. He ascertained that George Reade, 
the son, had been there and had se- 
cured his apointment as one of the or- 
iginal trustees, the English authorities 
writing that they had sent the money 
to “Sir George.’’ He refused to 
the money over to Mr. Merrill. 

Mrs- Reade is now very sick and is 
liable to die most any time. The other 
heirs fear that the English courts, 
who do not seem to pay any attention 
to the probate court in this case, un- 
doubtedly because they consider Sir 
George a baron, will send the entire 
$40,000 to George in case of her death.

ELECTRIC BUG-KILLER. 


An Invention Which 


Seems 


Sounds Well, 
Impracticable. 

A patent has been granted for a bug 
exterminator, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

The scheme consists of one 
more pairs of. electrical contacts, 
consisting of strips, surrounding the 
bars or framework of the bedstead and 
insulated from each other, whereby an 
insect in traversing the bar or frame. 
in the direction of its length must nec- 
essarily close the circuit between the 
contacts, to its great detriment and 
undoing. It would seem that if the 
bug knew enough to traverse the bar 
crosswise, instead of lengthwise, it 
might take all the exercise around the 
bedstead that might be needed in the 
transaction of its affairs. The chances 
are that this invention will be fatal to 
about as many insects, but no more, as 
have fallen victims to the idea made 
public recently by a celebrated elec- 
trician of saturating a tree with elec- 
tricity in order to kill the ants or 
other insect pests swarming upon it. 
Thirty years ago Edison really did 
kill insects by electricity. There is 
hardly any one who has not read how 
the big. cockroaches would scamper 
over the bread and cheese of the 
young telegrapher as he forgot his 
lunch and was waiting in the excite- 
ment of trying to “break” the man he 
was sending to, and how he connected 
the wires of a gauze mesh cover so 
that when the cockroaches stepped 
from one to the other they closed the

Held Inside a Giant California Wine 
Tank. 
At Asti, Sonoma county, Cal., a few 


i months ago, a hundred couples took 


part in a dance which was given in 
a great half-million-gallon wine tank 
belonging to the Italian-Swiss colony 
at Asti. Such a scene has never before 
been witnessed, for the reason that the 
opportunity was for the first time pre- 
sented. The Asti wine reservoir or 
tank is the largest, if not the only, ex- 
ample of its kind in the world. It was 
constructed last year as a matter of 
necessity, and somewhat as an experi- 
ment, from inability to obtain cooper- 
age for the wine crop which the San 
Francisco merchants refused to pur- 
chase. It was quickly excavated and 
lined with concrete, and, upon 
completion, was immediately put io 
the use for which it was intended.

There was room 
in the reservoir for 200 dancers, as its 
dimensions are 80 feet in length, 34 
feet in breadth, axd 24 feet in height.

We have 
even inscriptions of heathen bishops 
who administered the revenue of tem- 
ples in Syria and elsewhere; of hea- 
then presbyters in an Egyptian temple 
of the time of Cleopatra, and of hea- 
then deacons in Asia Minor. 
were chosen by the congregation, 
usually from the presbyters; but some- 
times by acclamation a layman might 
be so selected—like Cyprian, who was 
a neophyte, or in later times Ambrose, 
and Martin of Tours. Being perforce 
members of secret associations, the 
brethren were known to one another 
by secret signs. On their signets were 
engraved the fish, the anchor, the dove, 
the ship, the lyre, but never, until the 
fourth century, was the cross so used 
as a visible sign.

PIGS RAISED FOR BRACELETS. 


in the New Hebrides Their Tusks 
Used for 


Are 
That Purpose. 

The natives of the New Hebrides is- 
lands in the Pacific ocean raise pigs 
for bracelets. The upper canine teeth 
of the pigs are removed and that | 


as much as they wish. The lower teeth 
grow, and, finding no resistance, at- 
tain a good length. The teeth grow in 
a spiral and the tip often lies beside 
the root of the tooth. Very rarely the 
point grows into the root of the tooth 
and makes a complete circle. 
times the tooth grows clear around 

twice and makes a coil. The natives 
of the New Hebrides prize the boars 
according to the jength of the tooth. 

A completely tooth bracelet is a very 
valuable jewel, which is worn around 

the wrist, or attached to a BRUE | 
around the throat. The native man oe 
wealth has many of these teeth, and j 
many more growing all tbe while. 
They pass current in barter as money | 
of value. The boar with the bracelet | 
teeth is not killed till his teeth seem to | 
have reached the limit of their length, | 
and the killing is done at the “Sing 
Sing” feast, which 
‘“‘*hog-killing time’ in various locali- | 
ties in America. Squirrels, wood- i 
chucks and other rodents occasionally 

have accidents to one of their teeth 

which allows the tooth facing it to 
grow unobstructed to great length. 

Squirrels deprived of their food, which 

requires gnawing, starve to death, but 
the grass-eating woodchuck manages 
to exist for a considerable time, One ` 
woodchuck recorded had a tooth nearly 
six inches long, which curved down 
and back from his upper jaw to behind 
his ear. He was terribly emaciated 
and would probably soon have starved 
to death. Queer effects could be pro- 
duced in white mice and the like by a 
systematized training and deforming 
of their teeth.

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SHERMAN FINDS A PUZZLE. 


Question of Adjournment of Illinois 
Legislature Comes Up But Is 
Still Undecided, 


Springfield, Ill., April 6—The matter of 
final adjournment of the Illinois legislature 
is still undecided. Speaker Sherman 
Wednesday morning went before the steer- 
ing committee and for the first time in- 
troduced the subject before that body. He 
declared that the committee should take 
a positive stand for the adjournment res- 
olution and urged the members to assist 
him in getting the recalcitrant republicans 
in line for the general appropriation bill. 
The committee is badly divided on the sub- 
ject and it is said that a majority is now 
against adjournment. In the house the 
bill increasing to $1,500 per year the com- 
pensation for members of the legislature 


` was defeated—yeas, 36; nays; 66. Mr. Lantz 


said he would move a reconsideration. 

The house committee on appropriations, 
adopting the suggestion of Chairman Cur- 
tis, prepared a bill providing for the erec- 
tion of a new Lincoln monument in Spring- 
field to cost $1,000,000. Of this amount $100,- 
000 is to be appropriated at once for the 
commencement of the work; congress is to 
be requested to appropriate $500,000, and 
$400,000 is to be raised by a popular sub- 
scription. The bill was reported to the 
house, at the evening’s session and ad- 
vanced to second reading. 

The bill appropriating $25,000 for a corn 
exhibit at the Paris exposition was passed. 
A sensational scene occurred at the nigh 
session during the discussion of the omni- 
bus appropriation bill. Speaker Sherman 
called Mr. Allen to the chair, and addressed 
the house at great length in support of the 
bill. The democrats made their principal 
fight on the item appropriating $4,000 for 
legal services for the insurance. depart- 
ment. The republicans insisted on immedi- 
ate action on the entire bill of 50 items, ag- 
gregating over $3,100,000. The debate be- 
came heated, when it was: seen the repub- 
licans lacked one of the necessary 77 votes. 


As the clerk began the roll call the speaker 
' announced that he had just received a tel- 


egram from Representative Leahy (dem.), 
who is in Chicago, and who announced his 
desire to vote in the affirmative. A storm of 
protests from the democratic side of the 
chamber greeted the announcement, a 
dozen representatives at one time clam- 
oring for recognition, and declaring a tel- 
egraphic vote absurd and unconstitutional. 
The speaker firmly maintained his stand 
in face of almost a riotous tumult, and or- 
dered leava to vote recorded. Finally 
Bush (rep.) who has heretofore refused to 
vote, arose and announced his vote in the 
affirmative, and the republicans, thus se- 
curing the necessary 77 votes, assented to 
withdraw the Leahy vote, and the bill was 
declared passed. A turbulent scene fol- 
lowed, and the house finally adjourned. 

In the senate the warehouse bill passed 
by the house recently was referred to the 
warehouse committee, after a heated dis- 
cussion. Dunlap’s pure food bill, providing 
for the appointment of a state pure food 
commission, passed. The Bogardus bill 
providing for a beet sugar bounty was ad- 
vanced to third reading.

in the New Hebrides Their Tusks Are 
That Purpose. 


The upper canine teeth 


are removed and that | 
gives the lower tusks a chance to grow | 
as much as they wish. The lower teeth 

grow, and, finding no resistance, at- 

tain a good length. The teeth grow in 

a spiral and the tip often lies beside 

the root of the tooth. Very rarely the 

point grows into the root of the tooth 

and makes a complete circle. Some- 

times the tooth grows clear around 

twice and makes a coil. The natives | 
of the New Hebrides prize the el 
according to the length of the tooth. 

A completely tooth bracelet is a very | 
valuable jewel, which is worn around | 
the wrist, or attached to a string | 
around the throat. The native man of 
wealth has many of these teeth, and 
many more growing all tbe while. 
They pass current in barter as money | 
of value. The boar with the bracelet | 
teeth is not killed till his teeth seem Co | 
have reached the limit of their length, | 
and the killing is done at the “Sing ` 
Sing” feast, which corresponds to. 
“hog-killing time’ in various locali- | 
ties in America. Squirrels, wood- : 
chucks and other rodents occasionally 

have accidents to one of their teeth 

which allows the tooth facing it to 

grow unobstructed to great length. 

Squirrels deprived of their food, which 

requires gnawing, starve to death, but 

the grass-eating woodchuck manages 

to exist for a considerable time, One! 
woodchuck recorded had a tooth nearly 
six inches long, which curved down 
and back from his upper jaw to behind 
his ear. He was terribly emaciated 
and would probably soon have starved 
to death. Queer effects could be pro- 
duced in white mice and the like by a 
systematized training and deforming 
of their teeth.

SHERMAN FINDS A PUZZLE. 


Question of Adjournment of Illinois 
Legislature Comes Up But Is 
Still Undecided. 


Springfield, IN., April 6—The matter of 
final adjournment of the Illinois legislature 
is still undecided. Speaker Sherman 
Wednesday morning went before the steer- 
ing committee and for the first time in- 
troduced the subject before that body. He 
declared that the committee should take 
a positive stand for the adjournment res- 
olution and urged the members to assist 
him in getting the recalcitrant republicans 
in line for the general appropriation -bill. 
The committee is badly divided on the sub- 
ject and it is said that a majority is now 
against adjournment. In the house the 
bill increasing to $1,500 per year the com- 
pensation for members of the legislature 
was defeated—yeas, 36; nays, 66. Mr. Lantz 
said he would move a reconsideration. 

The house committee on appropriations, 
adopting the suggestion of Chairman Cur- 
tis, prepared a bill providing for the erec- 
tion of a new Lincoln monument in Spring- 
field to cost $1,000,000. Of this amount $100,- 
000 is to be appropriated at once for the 
commencement of the work; congress is to 
be requested to appropriate $500,000, and 
$400,000 is to be raised by a popular sub- 
scription. The bill was reported to the 
house at the evening’s session and ad- 
vanced to second reading. : 

The bill appropriating $25,000 for a corn 
exhibit at the Paris exposition was passed. 
A sensational scene occurred at the night 
session during the discussion of the omni- 
bus appropriation bill. Speaker Sherman 
called Mr. Allen to the chair, and addressed 
the house at great length in support of the 
bill. The democrats made their principal 
fight on the item appropriating $4,000 for 
legal services for the insurance depart- 
ment. The republicans insisted on immedi- 
ate action on the entire bill of 50 items, ag- 
gregating over $3,100,000: The debate be- 
came heated, when it was seen the repub- 
licans lacked one of the necessary 77 votes. 


_ As the clerk began the roll call the speaker 
‘ announced that he had just received a tel- 


egram from Representative Leahy (dem.), 
who is in Chicago, and who announced his 
desire to vote in the affirmative. A storm of 
protests from the democratic side of the 
chamber greeted the announcement, a 
dozen representatives at one time clam- 
oring for recognition, and declaring a tel- 


i egraphic vote absurd and unconstitutional. 


The speaker firmly maintained his stand 
in face of almost a riotous tumult, and or- 


i dered leava to vote recorded. Finally

affirmative, and the republicans, thus se-

| declared passed. A turbulent scene fol-

by the house recently was referred to the 
warehouse committee, after a heated dis- 
cussion. Dunlap’s pure food bill, providing 
for the appointment of a state pure food 
commission, passed. The Bogardus bill 
providing for a beet sugar bounty was ad- 
vanced to third reading. 


FAVORS DREYFUS. | 


Published Evidence Shows That He 
. Had No Dealings with Either 
Germany or Italy.

Paris, April 6.—The Voltaire, emu- 
lating the Figaro, on Wednesday pub- 


' lished an installment of Dreyfus evi- 


dence, in the shape of some foreign 
office documents, in which it is set 
forth that the foreign office received 
several official denials from Col. 
Schwartzkoppen, the former German 
military attache here, and from the 


_ Italian government emphatically de- 


nying that they had had relations with 
Dreyfus. 

The documents published by the Vol- 
taire also show that the French for- 
eign office intercepted a coded telegram 
addressed by Col. Pannissardi, the for- 
mer Italian military attache at Paris, 
to his government, showing that he 
did not know Dreyfus.
